2001-2002 

This school year we witnessed a devastating attack on 
American soil which permanently fixed the nation's 
memory of September 11, 2001. In the hours of mid- 
morning on that Tuesday, as Sophomores here sat down 
to their first day of ISTEP testing, four commercial 
airplanes were overtaken by terrorists and forced to 
crash: one each into the two towers of the World Trade 
Center in New York and one into the Pentagon in Wash- 
ington. The fourth was diverted from a more tragic 
target by passengers who fought the terrorists, but still 
died in the plane's crash in a Pennsylvania cornfield. 

The tragedies inspired a resurgence of patriotism and 
respect for police and firefighters, many of whom lost 
their lives in rescue efforts before the two NY towers 
collapsed. The final count of those who died in all four 
crashes was over three thousand. 

The national response commenced on October 7, 2001 
when President George W. Bush announced a "War on 
Terrorism." Bombing of Taliban sites in Afghanistan 
began in the search for Osama bin Laden. He and his 
followers were believed to have perpetrated and fi- 
nanced the terrorist attacks. 

Ripple effects from the attacks and the ensuing war 
were felt in the economy and in the nation's perception 
of safety. Incidents and reports of anthrax-tainted mail 
and heightened security measures at U.S. airports 
topped the news for months. 

Locally, the steel industry witnessed the bankruptcy 
of Acme Steel, Bethlehem Steel in Portage and the 
closure of LTV Steel in East Chicago. While unemploy- 
ment in the region escalated, the giant energy corpora- 
tion Enron filed for bankruptcy in the midst of charges 
of the misappropriation of funds by the company's 
executives. Bringing this closer to home, Steve Cooper 
(Andrean Class of 1964) was brought in to restructure 
the Houston-based energy giant. 

Tensions mounted in the Middle East between Pales- 
tinians and Israelis, fueled by casualties in suicide 
bombings by Palestinians and Israel's military retalia- 
tion. 

On a lighter note, the Winter Olympics in Salt Lake 
City, Utah from the end of February until the beginning 
of March gave people something more peaceful to think 
about. The images of many nations gathered for a good 
purpose was consoling.
